Less than an hour after the 
crash a total of 11 injured had 
been taken to Colorado General. 

Injuries apparently ranged 
from second degree burns to 
fractures, cuts and bruises. All 
the injured were treated for 
shock.

In Europe, Moscow can domi- 
nate if only because Moscow’s 
economic and military power is 
s0 overwhelming. Dissident fac- 
tions in Czechoslovakia and Bul- 
garia may mutter about the 
wrongness of Khrushchevy’s in- 
terpretation of Marxist-Leninist 
doctrine, But since the European 
satellites are dependent on Mos- 
cow when the showdown comes 
at party meetings, the dissent is 
suppressed in favor of the har- 
mony line. 

EVEN IN EUROPE, however, 
there is one Communist bloc 
country, Albania, that has dared 
to defy Moscow and join Peiping 
in the hard “war is inevitable” 
line. The Chinese are said to be 
supplying Albania’s ruthless, dic- 
tator, Enver Hoxa, with $130,- 
000,000 of agricultural produce 
despite China’s own dire short- 
ages. 

As limited as is the power of

Time for a Heliport 

Your recent editorial concerning 
the establishment of a _ close-in 
downtown airport for light planes 
represents forward thinking on a 
subject which has been sadly neg- 
lected in St. Louis for a great many 
years. As in several declining areas, 
St. Louis was once a leading. na- 
tional center of private, sports and 
business aviation. In spite of mod- 
ern safe equipment, this category of 
aviation is moving further away 
from the general public. 

The helicopter is particularly suit- 
able for urban service because of 
its ability to fly “low and slow” 
along selected routes and _ its 
unique ability to land in areas little 
larger than the diameter of its ro- 
tors. Heliports can be designated 
and constructed at very small cost.

This was graphically demon- 
strated a few months ago when 
four unused tennis courts on the 
east edge of Forest Park served as 
a heliport for hundreds of passen- 
gers. Cost to the City of St. Louis 
— nothing; cost to the operating 
company, $15 for a walk-away. 

Many cities throughout the world 

~—Los Angeles, San Francisco, Oak- 
land, Chicago, New York, Fort 
Worth, Tokyo, London, Brussels, to 
name a few—have established mu- 
nicipal heliports in convenient loca- 
tions. 
These landing areas serve both 
private and commercial helicop- 
ters. It is interesting to note that 
over 30,000 people a month use 
helicopter transportation in Chicago 
alone, 


The United States is producing 
helicopters ranging in size from one 
place to 28 passengers and crew. 
However, these versatile aircraft 
are of little practical value if their 
use is restricted to large established 
airfields and country estates. 

St. Louis has an unlimited supply 
of potential heliports along the 
fringes of Forest Park, the Mill 
Creek area and the riverfront. Now 
is the time for redevelopment plan- 
ners to include heliports in their 
thinking. Now is the time to estab- 
lish at least one downtown munici- 
pal heliport. James R. Hodge

Fight for Foreign Aid 


The newly-organized Citizens’ Committee 
for International Development, formed to gen- 
erate support for the Administration foreign 
aid bill, has a tough job ahead of it and should 
lose no time in carrying its message to the 
people. For the foreign aid program, in the 
form President Kennedy conceives it, is in 
serious trouble in Congress. 


A measure of the problem is the announce- 
men by 83 members of the House—72 Repub- 
licans and 11 Democrats—that they will vote 
against “any legislation which provides for 
financing outside the regular appropriation 
process,” or, as they termed it, “back-door 
spending.” The head of the group, Repre- 
sentative Pelly, a Washington Republican, said 
the Administration proposal “is a device for 
avoiding congressional scrutiny and control; 
it is immoral and reprehensible.” 

The Administration plan is neither immoral 
nor reprehensible, nor is it a device to avoid 
congressional control. But Mr... Pelly has, 
nevertheless, put his finger on the difficulty. 
The trouble is that the President is asking for 
authority to allocate up to $7,300,000,000 over 
the next five years in long-term low-interest 
loans to underdeveloped countries, rather 
than requesting the annual authority that has 
usually been sought. The total wanted in the 
current fiscal year for loans and grants for 
economic and military aid is a bit more than 
five billions, but the long-term provision is 
the center of the controversy. 

. . e 


The long-term authority, by no means a new 
idea, would permit rational planning. It 
would obviously by-pass a certain amount of 
congressional control, but that is not its pur- 
pose. Large-scale planning cannot take place 
on an annual basis, and the waste and haphaz- 
ard spending that Congress complains about so 
bitterly in the foreign-aid program can be 
attributed in no small measure to the short- 
range planning that Congress has hitherto in- 
sisted upon. 

The long-term concept is the only sensible 
method of spending foreign economic aid 
funds efficiently, but doing it this way would 
deprive the appropriations committees of the 
House and Senate of the annual opportunity 
to cut back Administration requests. The at- 
titude of the committees does reflect, of 
course, the grass-roots distrust of foreign eco- 
nomic aid (“give-away”) and resentment at 
being called upon to continue it indefinitely. 

Yet President Kennedy was eminently right 
when he told the committee, made up of busi- 
ness, educational, labor and civic leaders, that 
unless the United States aids other nations in 
peaceful ways it ultimately may have to come 
to their assistance with force. He said he is 
bringing in talented new people to run the 
program, but that they would be handicapped 
unless they could work on a long-range basis. 
Congress has rightfully criticized poor admin- 
istration of the program, and Mr. Kennedy 
should give such reassurances as he can 
in the form of appointments that are beyond 
criticism.

If the President needs a model of what can 
be done with first-rate administration he need 
look no further than the International Bank 
for Reconstruction and Development, which 
operates one of the most efficient shops in 
Washington. The bank has attracted an elite 
group of executives, economists and experts 
in various fields; a good many have been as- 
sociated with it for the 15 years it has been 
in existence. There are great differences, of 
course, between the bank and the foreign aid 
administration, which has been a sort of or- 
phan among Washington agencies. But if Mr. 
Kennedy could set up a staff approaching that 
of the bank in quality (which would be fa- 
cilitated by the long-range approach) the task 
of selling the program to Congress would 
be easier. 

Part of the difficulty lies in the reluctance 
of Congress, an essentially conservative body, 
to break new ground. This is being shown in 
several aspects of the Kennedy program. Con- 
gress has not really caught up with the world 
of 1961. It does not seem to understand that 
yesterday’s program, which it will give Mr. 
Kennedy, is not good enough for today. The 
new committee can help explain the facts of 
life; Mr. Kennedy and other Administration 
leaders must do their part, too. 


Salute to 33 Teachers 

Thirty-three Virginia school teachers have 
volunteered to give up their summer vacations 
to provide remedial instruction in Prince Ed- 
ward county. That is where the civic leaders 
fell back on closing publie schools to protect 
segregation. State and county funds aided 
white students attending private schools but 
Negro children were. left with no regular 
schools at all. Now these victims of a racial 
dispute will get help from 33 teachers who 
are demonstrating a conviction in public edu- 
cation that Prince Edward county has lost 
somewhere. Theirs is a fine gesture which 
never should have been necessary, 


Outside the Goldfish Bowl 


The ways of a private club or even of a 
private business are not the ways of the gov- 
ernmental goldfish bowl. Because the Busi- 
ness Advisory Conference, a quasi-official 
agency, could not bring itself to accept this 


_ fact of public life it has gone into suspended 


animation—at least until the Washington 
weather becomes more favorable. 

Since its formation by Daniel C. Roper, 
President Roosevelt’s first Secretary of Com- 
merce, the Council has been an exclusive, self- 
perpetuating, dues-paying group of top busi- 
ness executives. It met in Hot Springs, Va., 
Pebble Beach, Calif., and Sea Island, Ga., 
rather than in a conference room on Pennsy]- 
vania Ave. Officials were briefed and enter- 
tained with a minimum of publicity. Because 
of this reluctance to part the velvet curtains, 
the Council deprived itself of deserved credit 
and exposed itself to suspicions perhaps less 
than fair. 

In 1955, Representative Celler’s anti-trust 
subcommittee declared it to be a big business 
lobby “which very definitely operates in vio- 
lation of the rules laid down by the Depart- 
ment of Justice for business advisory commit- 
tees.” There were complaints, especially from 
those not represented on the Council, that it 
gained exclusive access to governmental in- 
formation and plans, and that it exercised un- 
due influence in some governmental circles. 
When the electrical price-rigging sentences 
were handed down, it did not help at all that 
the Council’s president was Ralph J. Cordiner 
of General Electric. 

Secretary of Commerce Hodges last spring 


served notice that the Council would have to 
change its ways. Rather than accept new 
rules of the game, Roger M. Blough of United 
States Steel, Mr. Cordiner’s successor, told 
President Kennedy last week that the Coun- 
cil was giving up its 28-year-old relationship 
with the Government. No official tears were 
shed. By and large, there can be no unofficial 
regrets either. Even a quasi-governmental 
agency cannot live outside the goldfish bowl. 


How Will It Look? 


Now that St. Louis has come close to fi- 
nancing its great stadium project downtown, 
the fact is that nobody knows what the stadium 
will be like, or how it will look. It ought to 
be impressive; it should look, in a monumental 
way, beautiful. 


These problems were discussed on a recent 
“Eye on St. Louis” television program in 
which three men with unusual experience in 
esthetic matters made three points. Joseph 
R. Passonneau, dean of the school of architec- 
ture of Washington University, stated that 
“the stadium must have a bonus value when 
people aren’t in it.” It should offer an attrac- 
tion to the public downtown when nothing is 
going on inside—which may be a good part of 
the time. Nobody wants a spasmodically use- 
ful eyesore. 

George McCue of the Post-Dispatch pointed 
out that the public has a practical investment 
in the project, in view of the bond issue neces- 
sary to supplement private loans. Therefore 
the public has a right to insist that it get 
beauty as well as utility in a public landmark. 

Finally, Harris Armstrong commented on 
the beauty of such stadiums as the Roman 
Coliseum, the University City stadium in Mex- 
ico City, and Nervi’s great modern works in 
Italy, but he said that so far there has not 
been built a beautiful combination football- 
baseball stadium. The St. Louis architect pro- 
posed that the local project be put in the 
hands of “a really top designer, whether it is 
Nervi of Italy or one of the great architects 
in America.” 

None of these arguments was intended as 
criticism of the remarkably generous contri- 
butions to the stadium so far. They do fore- 
see that the stadium should be a fit compan- 
ion for the Jefferson Memorial and one with 
which a new St. Louis can live for many years 
—and fine design depends upon finding a 
fine designer, here or elsewhere. 


A Start in St. Clair County 


St. Clair county’s Board of Supervisors has 
made an acceptable start toward clearing 
away the political jungle that has overgrown 
the county’s assessing and tax-collecting ap- 
paratus, badly choking its ability to function 
at even minimum efficiency. 

Responding to Post-Dispatch disclosures of 
incredibly sloppy and uneven administration 
of these services, the Supervisors have ap- 
propriated $30,000 for an audit of county 
offices by an outside firm of certified public 
accountants. The accountants will be asked 
for recommendations on modernizing the 
county’s antiquated procedures. 

Equally interesting, the Supervisors have 
agreed to inquire into the possibility of abol- 
ishing the five-member Board of Assessors, 
which is charged with the actual assessing 
function, and the three-man Board of Review, 
an appeals agency. Members of both bodies 
are elected party hacks with no particular 
qualifications for these important posts save 
their political pedigrees. 

St. Clair county is the only county in Illi- 
nois saddled with a Board of Assessors; the 
job is really quite technical, and in forward- 
looking counties in other states is handled 
by a professional hired on the basis of merit. 
This is now the case in St. Louis county which 
over the years had suffered grievously from 
slip-shod assessment practices. : 

What these audits and studies eventually 
will produce in the way of positive recom- 
mendations remains to be seen, of course, 
and the big question then will be whether 
the politically-oriented Supervisors will have 
the nerve to carry out the study proposals. 
But for the moment it is some consolation 
that the Supervisors evidently realize a great 
deal needs doing and that they are willing to 
ask for advice. 


Two Cents but Not Plain 

In signing’ the controversial gas tax bill, 
Gov. Dalton did what he had to do. This bill 
gives the State Highway Department a 2-cent 
increase in the present gasoline levy of 3 cents 
a gallon for six months. At least it puts state 
road money where it is needed, in state roads, 
if only temporarily. 

By contrast, the constitutional amendment 
also proposed by the Legislature is a much 
more controversial matter. The voters, and 
not the Governor, will decide its fate. Pre- 
sumably the Governor will call for a special 
election on this issue to coincide with the 
April municipal elections. 

The constitutional amendment also would 
increase the gas tax by 2 cents, but would give 
only 1 cent to the state. Revenue from the 
other penny would go to cities and counties, 
and the cities would be required to give up 
their municipal gas taxes. Under this measure, 
it is estimated, the state highway system would 
gain $16,000,000 a year, the cities and towns 
12 millions (to be used for roads and streets 
only) and the counties 4 millions. 

Several things are wrong with this amend- 
ment. It would tend to freeze the gas tax for 
state highways at 4 cents—still the lowest 
rate in the nation and too little for adequate 
highway expansion. It would divert state 
funds, largely from urban taxpayers, to rural 
roads which carry little traffic and ought to 
be largely a local concern. It would restrict 
home rule of cities as far as gas taxes and 
use of gas tax revenue is concerned. 

Furthermore, unless the voters accept this 


amendment, the temporary gas tax increase. 


for state roads will expire and Missouri’s main 
highway system will be left to exist on a 3- 
cent levy, which is less than half of the na- 
tional average. The oil lobby and the self- 
styled “country boys” in the Legislature de- 
veloped this scheme as an open inducement 
to the Highway Commission and the voters. 
The proposition is that state roads will get 
nothing in the long run unless rural roads get 
something and the cities get rid of their gas 
taxes. 

The trouble with this proposition is that no- 
body knows whether the voters will buy it. 
Urban voters—and they are a majority—may 
consider the devious plan an insult to their 
intelligence and their pocketbooks. If so, the 
Legislature would -have to provide a better 
highway proposition two years from now.

An American in Jerusalem Jots Some Vignettes of its Tempers

A young German who is covering the 
trial for a West German paper, says 
there is no real interest in the trial in 
Germany, no matter what impression 
the authorities try to give. 


“‘What about the young people?” 
“Particularly among the young peo- 
ple. After all, they are innocent. What 
have they to do with the guilt of the 
older generation? 
In any case, types 
The Mirror like Eichmann 
aren’t a_ specific 
of German problem. 
You have them 
yourself, The same 
kind of mentalities 
in your own mili- 
tary. The ones who gave the orders 
to drop the bomb on Hiroshima.” 


He tells me that he has just read the 
letters, or the diary, of the pilot of the 
Enola Grey: “‘Very impressive .. . the 
most terrible thing was that when he 
was stricken with conscience for what 
he had done, your generals insisted 
that he be declared insane, and locked 
up. ... This kind of thing is a problem 
for the whole of Western civilization. 
German youth realizes that, above

A few minutes later I run into the 
German again on the stairs and say 
hello—painfully embarrassing because 
he appears to be so grateful to have 
somebody to speak to. In Israel now 
for two weeks, he says the trip has 
been one of the most important ex- 
periments of his entire life. ‘But I 
. » » how can I express it? I am so 
sad. I have never in my life been so 
ashamed... .” 

He seems to be literally overcome 
by the shame of just being German, 
tormented by his memories of when, as

a child of 5 toward the end of the war, 
he witnessed the evacuation of Jews 
from a concentration camp near his 
town. They were driven like animals 
through the main street; blood, whips 
and screams. “Like a dream ...a 
nightmare.”’ From the forest close by, 
shots in the night. “I still have dreams 
about it . . . everybody in the town 
knew what was happening. I know 
that now. But nobody did anything, 
nobody even said anything... .” It’s 
not that the Germans were cowards, 
he tells me. Every day, thousands of 
them were dying heroes’ deaths on the 
battlefields, “The Germans are very 
brave, but only willing to die for the 
wrong thing. . . . Why? That’s the 
question. Can you tell me the reason 
for that?”’ 

At the King David he speaks English 
to the cashier. who somehow assumes 
that his nationality is American. ‘‘No, 
no, German,” he stammers, showing 
his passport with reluctance. He says 
that he is even ashamed of that—the 
way the nationality, Deutscher, is 
stamped in huge letters at the bottom 
of the page. 


A talk with L., a survivor of the 
Vilna Ghetto and Auschwitz. Aston- 
ished at his capacity to re-experience 
the horror of what the Germans did, 
L. tells me that he cannot get Haus- 
ner’s story of the labor card out of his 
mind: the incident of the Jew who was 
given only one card for his family with 
the result that he was forced to choose 
whether his wife or mother was to be 
sent to the gas chamber. 


“That’s what they did,” he says. 
“Deliberately, and again and again. 
They have destroyed us all... . There 
is no good or evil anymore.” 


An evening spent in the home of 
Shoshanna Raziel, the widow of the 
founder of the Irgun who was killed. 
fighting for the British in Iraq in 1941. 

She tells me that she has been listen- 
ing to the broadcasts of the trial with 
great interest, and for the first time, 
suddenly, she realizes that there may 
be something to Eichmann’s defense 
that he was only following orders. 

When she was in the underground, 
she says, she very often had to order 
people to do things that would be in- 
conceivable in normal times. 

The real reason for anti-Semitism 
throughout all these centuries, she 
says, has been the presumption of the 
Jews themselves that they are a 
Chosen People. ‘‘Chosen for what?” 
she asks — “hanging, burning, castra- 
tion, endless anguish, unending suffer- 
ing,’’ she recites, reading aloud from 
a poem by Avram Stern, the LHI ter- 
rorist. “Enough. There must be an 
end to it.” 

No, nw, she repeats, enough of this 
designation of the Jews as a special 
people, a light unto the Gentiles. Why 
should we be an example to the world? 
If this were really so, we shouldn’t try 
Eichmann. We ought to set him free. 


Between Book Ends The Journey West 


FROM ST. LOUIS TO SUTTER’S 
FORT, 1846, by Heinrich Lienhard, 
translated and edited by Erwin G. 
and Elisabeth K. Gudde, (University 
of Oklahoma Press, 194 pgs., $3.95.) 


Most travel accounts, like most dia- 
ries, may be interesting to the special- 
ist, but few of them are written with 
sufficient skill to arouse the enthusiasm 
of the general reader. This is unfor- 
tunately true of the many narratives 
kept by those who traveled overland 
to California and Oregon more than 
a century ago. Most of the travelers 
realized that they were involved in an 
historic and exciting event, but few 
of them could see their experience in 
enough perspective to realize that later 
generations, seeking to recreate the 
spirit and flavor of that time, would 
want to know the small and casual de- 
tails, the feel of the country, the fire- 
side gossip and pranks which added 
zest to those journeys. 

Fortunately for both the 
and the general reader, Heinrich Lien- 
hard kept such a detailed narrative of 
the journey which he made overland 
from St, Louis to Sutter’s Fort in 1846. 
Actually the author kept a diary rec- 
ord of the trip, and later expanded it 
into its present form as part of a long- 
er account of his involved and inter- 
esting life. 

Apparently the task was one which 
Lienhard enjoyed; he wrote with 
no suggestion of haste or impatience, 
and as a result we have a carefully 
prepared record, filled with fascinating 
details, and recreating, almost more 
than any similar narrative I have read, 
how it actually felt to be an overland 


seaneigr ees before the days of the Gold 
ush, 

Lienhard was born in Switzerland, 
the son of a small farmer in the high 
Alps. When he was 20 his mother died, 
and believing that his life in Switzer- 
land had lost its purpose, he decided 
to start a new life in America. He 
came via New Orleans to St. Louis, 
where he stopped, like all Swiss, in 
Frau Werdemeister’s ‘“‘Swiss Boarding- 
house.”” A few days later he went to 
New Helvetia, a Swiss colony about 30 
miles east of St. Louis in Illinois, and 
along the way he heard for the first 
time accounts of the wonderful land 
of California and about another Swiss, 
Johann August Sutter, who had settled 
there. For three years Lienhard 
worked for a farmer at Galena, and 
then, determining to go to California, 
he returned to St. Louis. 


The first 
leg of their journey was by steamboat 
to Independence, where their plans 
were completed.

SURPLUS FOOD 
AID FOR BRAZIL 


By THOMAS W. OTTENAD

WASHINGTON, July 11— The 
United States has under consid- 
eration a multi - million-dollar 
surplus food program to aid in 
relieving poverty and hunger in 
northeastern Brazil. 

This was learned today as 
week-long discussions started 
between American and Brazilian 
officials and other on prospects 
for increased foreign aid in car- 
rying out a broad economic de- 
velopment program  contem- 
plated by the South American 
nation. 

Officials of the American Food 
for Peace program said in ad- 
vance of the meetings that Bra- 
vilian representatives have shown 
interest in a proposal under 

which surplus foods from the 
United States would be used as 
partial wage payments for work- 
ers on road construction and 
other development projects that 
might be undertaken by the 
South American government. 

They said that if a food-for- 
wage project is initiated, it is 
likely to be sizeable. They pre- 
dicted it would equal a similar 
program set up recently in 
Morocco, which calls for the do- 
nation of more than $14,000,000 
worth of surplus American wheat. 

Other Programs. 

Brazilian and American offi- 
cials also have discussed the 
possible use of surplus food- 
stuffs to encourage land resettle- 
ment, create a permanent food 
reserve as a safeguard against 
starvation and expand the coun- 
try’s school lunch program, it 
was said. Food for these pro- 
grams, as well as for the wage 
payment plan, would be donated 
by the United States. 

In addition, a State Depart- 
ment representative predicted 
that a large part of any increase 
in United States aid is likely to 
come through increased use of 
counterpart funds. These con- 
sist of Brazilian currency ob- 
tained by the United States from 
food sold, rather than donated, 
to the South American govern- 
ment. 

Part of the funds are ear- 
marked for the expenses of 
American installations and oper- 
ations in the country. Much of 
the remainder can be lent back 
to Brazil to finance improve

days were removed. A pair of main paved roads run through 
the valley. But others were plowed up and made into horse 
or hiking trails. 

The result has been a lovely vacation land: Solitude 
available if you are willing to walk into it. Exceptional 
fishing if you can stand not driving your car up to the stream. 
Enormous trout in the Jake—but they are removing the motor 
boats. 


“George Smith from the Mark Hopkins in San 
Francisco drove up to Yellowstone yesterday,” said 
Lillie. ‘‘That’s only 25 miles away. And they counted 
29 bears along the Yellowstone road. 

‘“‘Now what we will do with this bear is trap him. 
The Rangers put out a trap of galvanized iron pipe. 
They bait it with bacon. When the bear goes in, the 
lid shuts on him. 


“The trap is on trailer wheels and has air holes in it. 
They trail him up to high country and give him a day.in 
the trap to think it over. When they let him out, they paint 
a yellow streak on him. 

“Each bear is given three paint jobs—one each time 
they catch him. 

“If he finally shows up with three streaks, then they 
have to shoot him. He is getting in the habit of scrounging 
around camps and roads for handouts. If we let the bears 
do that, we'd have the same thing as Yellowstone.”’ 


Each year Conrad Wirth, who directs the National 
Park Service, issues a warning against feeding the 
Yellowstone bears. 

There are signs at the entrance of Yellowstone: 
“Avold injury and fines. Do not feed the bears.’’ 


Even so, bears clawed 143 people last year; 71 in 1959. 

“The bears don’t know where the sandwich ends and the 
hand begins,” said Wirth. 

“Bears should forage naturally,” said Lillie. ‘That is 
what we are trying to do in Grand Teton. But if they hang 
around camp grounds, people insist on feeding them. So we 
trap them and paint them.”

Children this age always seem to have. something the 
matter’ with them. Not serious illnesses, though there may 
be some of those, but trivial ailments. Their eyes get blood- 
shot, their feet hurt. They have blisters and bumps and 
bruises, sore throats, stomach upsets, flare-ups of old allergies. 
Children of this age just don’t “feel good.” 


All of this is not imagination. Their physical and 
emotional conditions seem to be in a state of flux.

It is a disruptive period over which the child himself 
hasn’t much control. His parents must bear with him, 
use lots of praise and a minimum of criticism and 
love him despite his orneriness.

Narcotics, Burglaries, Drunkenness Have 
Been Linked to Some Famous Names 


Through Their Offspring

HOLLYWOOD, July 11 (UPI). 
CHILDREN OF THE MOVIE CAPITAL are proving again that 
famous parents, private swtmming pools and the best of everything 
are no protection against delinquency. 
Lana Turner’s daughter, Cheryl, 17, and Bob (Bazooka) Burns’s 
daughter, Barbara, 22, have just about lost their battles to rid 


themselves of their reputations for trouble. 


Arthur Lake Jr., 18, son of the 
actor who played ‘‘Dagwood 
Bumstead” in the old “‘Blondie”’ 
movies, has pleaded guilty to 
robbery. 

Former child star Bobby Dris- 
coll, 24, who won a special acad- 
emy award in 1949 but is now a 
construction laborer, was cleared 
of burglary and narcotics 
charges. But he was fined and 
placed on probation when he 
slugged another man with a pis- 
tol. 


Trouble has plagued both ex- 
child star Jackie Coogan, 46, and 
his 19-year-old son, John. In 
March, a narcotics charge 
against the elder Coogan, who 
gained fame in Charlie Chaplin’s 
silent film ‘‘The Kid,’’ was dis- 
missed. But the next month he 
was arrested on a drinking 
charge and pleaded guilty. It 
was not the first time such a 
charge had been brought against 
him, 


In March, the younger Coogan 
and two other men were arrest- 
ed on charges of photographing 
and selling pictures of nude 
teen-age girls. Coogan pleaded 
innocent. Two girls, 14 and 15, 
were turned over to juvenile 
authorities as delinquents. 

Is the Hollywood atmosphere 
more likely to bring out the bad 
side of youngsters? 

“No question about it—yes,” 
said a psychiatrist who treats 
many top stars—and sometimes 
their children. ‘‘Ironically, it’s 
not the drive for money that 
causes most of the trouble. Mon- 
ey is fast and easy to get here. 
And many of the kids already 
have it. 


“The thing that’s hard to get 
is fame. That is Hollywood's real 
status symbol — because, after 
all, people can have money any- 
where. A lot of the kids are driv- 
en by some compulsion to be as 
famous as their parents. Other 
famous kids fall apart when they 
lose their fame as they get. old- 
er.”” 


Barbara Burns, daughter of 
the late bazooka-playing co- 
median, has made no secret of 
the fact that she took. to nar- 
cotics when her family object- 
ed to her trying for a theatri- 
cal career. She said she was a 
fat girl who was ridiculed by 
her family when she wanted 
to sing and act, 


“They were terribly upset 
when I explained I didn’t want 
to follow their plans and go 
into society,” the now slender 
girl said recently in Los An- 
geles county jail, where she 
awaited the outcome of her 
latest narcotics arrest. 


A month after her father died 
in. 1956, she left home. 


“The fron gate of our house 
in the San Fernando valley has 
been locked to me ever since,” 
she said. ‘‘I fell in with bad com- 
panions, went through the $20,- 
000 my daddy left me, and I 
guess I’m washed up. People 
have given me breaks, but I just

Cheryl Crane—Miss Turner’s 
daughter—is a tall, attractive 
girl like Barbara. She matured 
fast in the glamorous atmosphere 
surrounding her beautiful moth- 
er. The crisis in her life came 
on Good Friday in 1958 when 
she stabbed to death her moth- 
er’s lover, underworld figure 
Johnny Stompanato, who alleg- 
edly was threatening the ac- 
tress.

When Cheryl 
quit Santa Monica High School, 
Miss Turner tried to convince 
her to return, but to no avail. 


The actress thought that per- 
haps things were improving 
when Cheryl began dating Max 
Baer Jr., son of the former box- 
er. “He’s a nice boy,” said Miss 
Turner, Then came the arrest.

“Coogan Law’’ was passed. It

If the law had been 
in effect earlier, the father 
might have been a millionaire 
today. 

The list of troubled Hollywood 
children is endless. Charlie Chap- 
lin Jr., John Barrymore Jr. and 
Edward G. Robinson Jr. have 
been arrested on drinking 
charges, Barrymore, whose fa- 
ther—‘‘The great profile’—was 
a noted tippler, has also run 
afoul of the law in Rome, where 
he has been cavorting with a 
beard and dandyish clothes, Rob- 
inson had an angry fallout with 
his father, but they have worked 
hard to patch it up. Bing Crosby 
had to smooth out serious mis- 
understandings with his four 
eldest sons. And Cathy Crosby, 
daughter of bandleader Bob 
Crosby—Bing’s brother—has said 
the family name is her biggest 
drawback. 


Some Hollywood children 
have refused to be beaten by 
adversity. Judy Garland, a 
star since her teens, earned a 
fortune, lost it because of per- 
sonal problems — and went 
right out and earned another 
one, Mickey Rooney, of the 
famous “Andy Hardy” mo- 
vies, says his financial assets 
are pretty low, but he keeps 
plugging away in films and 
television, Freddie Bartholo- 
mew, famous as a child, saw 
his career could never meas- 
ure up as an adult and went to 
work as a program supervisor 
for a New York advertising 
agency. 


Not all children of stars are 
problems, of course. For exam- 
ple, Fred Astaire’s daughter Ava 
is a polished young lady. So is 


Gary Cooper’s daughter, Maria. 
Jane Fonda and Christina Craw- 
ford have followed with no ap- 
parent problem in the acting 
footsteps of their parents—Henry 
Fonda and Joan Crawford. 


There doesn’t seem to be any 
consistent rule about why some 
kids are problems and others 
aren’t, said the psychiatrist.

HERE IS A HAND that pro- 
duced a remarkable result in a 
team match played between 
England and Northern Ireland. 

The bidding was rather pe- 
culiar at both tables. When the 
hand was first played, with the 
English pair holding the East- 
West cards, the bidding went 
as shown in the diagram. 

The notrump bid by West was 
a little off the beaten track, 
but it succeeded in getting a 
good result. After East had re- 
sponded with two hearts, South 
entered the fray with a some- 
what dangerous overcall of 
three diamonds. This bid came 
around to East, who doubled. 

West led the king of clubs 
and then shifted to the king of 
hearts. When this held he con- 
tinued with another heart. East 


cashed the A-J and made the 
best defensive play of leading 
still another heart. 


Declarer decided to. ruff in 
dummy, discarding a_ spade 
from his hand. West, in the 


meantime, had disposed of both 
his spades. West eventually got 
a spade ruff, and the upshot of 
the matter was that South made 
only five tricks, going down 
four—700 points. 

When the hand was played 
at the second table, with North- 
ern Ireland holding the East- 
West cards, the bidding went: 


West North’ East South 
INT Dble 29 Dble 
3c Dble 3¢ Dble 


Apparently, the temptation to 
open the West hand with a no- 
trump proved irresistible at 
this table also. North doubled, 
for reasons unknown, and East 
bid two hearts. 

The English South, unaware 
of the light double his partner 
had made, doubled two hearts 
and West ran to three clubs. 
North greeted this bid enthusi- 
astically with a double, and 
East, looking for a better land- 
ing spot, bid three diamonds. 
South doubled, of course, and 
that became the contract. 

So again Northern Ireland 
played three diamonds doubled 
—but this time with the East- 
West cards,

The above is a thoughtful letter. Depending on 
circumstances and personalities, there are many other 
things that can be done. 

But the Golden Rule is of first importance. 

A patient with a serious, chonic illness, looking 
at the same walls day after day, usually welcomes a 
change around the room, But if the scene happens 
to be one that is long familiar, it may be better to 
leave it alone and rely on a bouquet of flowers, a 
different spread on the bed, and other small things 
of that sort to give variety. A simple remark to the 
patient will give you the key: “Would you like to 
have the bed moved so you can see out the window 
better?” Things like that. 


DR. MOLNER 


As to “never tell the patient bad news,” that’s a matter 


of relative wisdom, My conviction is that the patient should 
always receive an honest and direct answer to a question, 
whether it is about the disease involved, or about some family 
matter. On the other hand, don’t be a calamity howler. Don’t 
tell bad news just for the sake of saying something. 

In cancer, or other serious cases, a near relative always 
should know the whole truth. If the patient asks, point blank, 
give a straight answer. I know no substitute for the truth. 
Truth may be hard, but trust survives only on truth. If the 
patient does NOT ask? Well, some of them guess the answer 
but prefer not to have it put in words. 


As for visitors, you’re right. Many people don’t 
know whether you want them to visit or stay away. 
So tell them! If needed, give them brief irstructions 
such as “Don’t mention cancer,” or “She knows all 
about it, so if she mentions it, just accept it as a 

_ fact.” A mention of how long to stay, if it makes a 
difference, is in order, 

And one thing more. Smoking. If the patient 
doesn’t mind smoking, leave one or two ashtrays 
handy. If the patient doesn’t like smoking, don’t 
have an ashtray in sight. That’s a clear enough hint.
